ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1970 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Northallerton  Rural  District  Council : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  of  the 
District  for  1970.  The  report  follows  the  same  lines  as  previous  reports. 

The  state  of  the  health  of  the  district  is  satisfactory.  The  main  vital 
statistics  are  as  follows.  Birth  rate,  adjusted  by  the  comparability  factor, 
18-9,  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (16-0).  Infant  Mortality  rate. 
(Deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  per  1,000  births)  6,  lower  than  that  for  England 
and  Wales  (18)  ;  General  Death  Rate  (Adjusted)  9*6,  lower  than  that  for 
England  and  Wales  (11*7).  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  and  two  still¬ 
births. 

There  were  157  cases  of  measles  notified.  Immunisation  against  measles 
is  available.  It  is  hoped  that  parent  of  children  will  avail  themselves  of  this. 
It  is  recommended  that  children  should  be  immunised  against  measles  at 
the  age  of  14  months.  This  can  be  done  by  the  General  Practitioner  or  at 
the  Child  Health  Clinics. 

Other  infectious  diseases  included  one  case  of  tuberculosis,  showing  that 
we  must  still  be  vigilant  regarding  this  disease  which  is  fortunately  readily 
treated  in  the  early  stages.  There  were  13  cases  of  Infective  Jaundice,  a 
disease  mainly  of  children.  The  control  is  difficult  and  depends  mainly  on 
good  hygiene.  There  is  no  immunisation  procedure  available. 

The  water  supply  authority  for  the  district  in  the  Northallerton  and  the 
Dales  Water  Board.  Throughout  the  year,  routine  bacteriological  samples 
were  taken  by  the  Board  and  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service. 

I  was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  following  the  retirement  on 
medical  grounds  of  Dr.  Diggles,  on  1-4-70.  I  would  like  to  convey  my 
thanks  to  Mr.  Templeman  and  his  staff  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation 
during  the  year.

Hospital  Facilities. 

Local  Hospital  accommodation  is  provided  in  the  area  by  the  North¬ 
allerton  Hospital  Management  Committee  of  the  Newcastle  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

In  addition  a  considerable  number  of  residents  in  the  area  are  treated 
in  Darlington  and  Middlesbrough  hospitals. 

Nursing  in  the  Homes. 

The  Home  Nursing  and  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service  is  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  County  Council  with  day  to  day  administration 
dealt  with  by  the  Area  Medical  Officer.  The  Staff  operating  in  the  North¬ 
allerton  Rural  District  comprises  five  District  Nurse/Midwives  and  one 
health  visitor. 

Home  Help  Service. 

This  is  provided  by  the  County  Council,  the  day  to  day  administration 
again  being  dealt  with  by  the  Area  Medical  Officer.

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Housing  Acts.  Improvement  Grants 

Under  the  1969  Housing  Act,  which  increased  the  maximum  Dis¬ 
cretionary  Grant  to  .£1,000  and  the  Standard  Grant  to  £200,  31  Discretionary 
Grants  were  approved  amounting  to  an  estimated  value  of  £20,771  and  29 
Standard  Grants  amounting  to  an  estimated  value  of ^4, 017.  Three  quarters 
of  the  money  spent  of  these  grants  is  made  available  by  the  Treasury  and  the 
remaining  quarter  out  of  the  local  Rate  Fund. 

The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  enthusiasm  and  support 
in  grant  aiding  house  improvements  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  over 
the  past  16  years  some  555  Discretionary  Grants  to  the  total  value  of^l69,026 
and  273  Standard  Grants  to  the  total  value  of £26, 726.  Bearing  in  mind  that 
these  figures  represent  half  of  the  cost  of  improvements,  over  £39 1,000  worth 
of  improvements  have  been  carried  out  excluding  the  cost  of  necessary  and 
incidental  repairs. 

Qualification  Certificates 

The  Housing  Act,  1969  also  introduced  Qualification  Certificates  which 
enable  a  landlord  to  apply  to  a  local  authority  for  a  Certificate  stating  that  the 
house  is  in  a  satisfactory  state  of  repair  and  provided  with  ail  the  amenities. 
The  issue  of  such  a  Certificate  enables  the  landlord  to  approach  the  Rent 
Officer  with  a  view  to  having  rent  decontrolled  and  hence  increased.

Streams  and  Watercourses 

Streams  have  been  cleansed  at  Morton-on- Swale,  Thrintoft,  and 
Thornton-le-Beans. 

For  some  years  I  have  referred  to  the  pollution  of  streams  by  untreated 
sewage  from  villages  and  farm  wastes,  and  it  is  a  matter  for  gratification  that 
in  the  very  near  future  all  villages  will  have  modern  sewage  disposal  schemes. 
It  would  be  over-optimistic  to  assume,  however,  that  our  streams  and  water¬ 
courses  would  continue  to  be  unthreatened  by  pollution.  The  economics 
of  the  agricultural  industry  may  dictate  a  growing  intensification  with  con¬ 
sequent  heavy  disposals  and  it  is  a  problem  which  cannot  be  ignored. 

Improvements  to  the  surface  water  drainage  systems  at  East  Cowton 
and  Morton-on-Swale  have  been  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  with 
financial  assistance  from  this  Council. 

Rodent  Control. 

In  exercise  of  their  responsibilities  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949,  the  Council  employ  a  full-time  operator. 
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Dwelling  houses  may  receive  a  free  service  for  the  eradication  of  rats 
and  mice,  but  not  farms  and  business  premises.  The  services  of  the  operator 
are  available  to  farmers,  etc.,  on  either  a  contract  or  casual  basis. 

During  1970,  12  months  contracts  were  secured  in  respect  of  60  farms. 
The  total  value  of  the  contracts  was  £453  17s.  Od.  The  highest  contract 
was  £18  18s.,  and  the  lowest  £3  :  the  average  contract  figure  being  £7  8s.  lid.

2.  (a)  The  Board’s  Officers  submitted  127  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year,  7  samples  had  readings  and  48 
samples  were  taken  of  raw  water.  (In  addition,  your  own 
officers  took  9  samples  during  the  year  of  which  2  proved 
satisfactory  and  7  proved  unsatisfactory). 

22  chemical  analysis  was  made  during  the  year  and  proved 
satisfactory.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Council’s  Refuse  Collection  Service  continues  as  follows  : —  a 
Shelvoke  and  Drewery  35  cubic  yard  Powerpress  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper 
(5  men  crew),  Shelvoke  and  Drewery  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  18  cubic  yards 
(5  men  crew)  and  Karrier  K.C.  3  Side  Loader  (2  men  crew). 

The  side  loader  is  used  two  days  per  week  to  collect  from  the  more 
remote  parts  of  the  area  and  from  farms. 

The  weekly  collection  of  bins  and  pans  is  made  from  almost  every  property 
in  the  rural  area  and  all  refuse  is  tipped  at  the  Council’s  central  tip  in  Yafforth 
Road.

The  total  weight  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  was  1  cwt.  107  lbs.  In 
addition  30  tins  of  food  (mainly  corned  beef)  were  condemned — principally 
at  the  Cold  Store,  Romanby — the  total  weight  being  61  lbs. 
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The  Meat  (Sterilization)  Regulations,  1969  (came into  force  in  November, 
1969),  and  these  replace  previous  legislation  and  require  all  unfit  meat  to  be 
sterilized  before  removal  from  the  slaughterhouse.  The  only  exemption  from 
these  Regulations  is  for  unfit  meat  in  transit  to  a  processor  or  zoo  etc.,  and  it 
must  be  in  locked  containers  bearing  the  words — “MEAT  UNFIT  FOR 
HUMAN  CONSUMPTION”  or  similar. 

A  100%  meat  inspection  service  is  carried  out  by  your  officers  and  the 
slaughter-houses  are  maintained  very  satisfactorily. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  year,  the  Eorrowby  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme 
was  completed  and  construction  work  was  proceeding  on  the  Great  Smeaton 
scheme.
